A COMMEEOIAL CRISIS. 



Extonaivo and Widespread Disaster 
Imiainoat. 



Montreal, Maroh 17. — The commor* 
oial situation is of a most depressing 
character. Each day brings its catas 
troplio in the failure) of some of the oldest 
and supposed soundest linns in the city. 
It was nt first believed that dry goods and 
tobacconists were the only lines likely to 
bo ombarrasaed. That turns out, how 
ever, to bo a fallacy, us boot and shoe 
manufacturers and shippers are deeply 
embarrassed. Yesterday rumors, wore 
circulated that an extensive butter and 
cheese firm, with connection in Chicago 
and other cities, was about to suspend. 
The head denies the rumor, but to-day it 
is evident that the crisis has arrived, as n 
meeting was held in the Bank of Montreal 
to soe whether tho latter would extend 
further help to carry on the business. 
Tho firm's shipments have been gigantic. 
The liabilities aro estimated at §500,000, 
but tho assets are largo in proportion . 
Anothor gtoat house in the grain and pro- 
vision export tratlo is also on tho eve of 
suspension. It has connection chiefly in 
Chicago and tho west. Tho third house, 
in tho same lino as tho first, is under a 
cloud. The real estate belonging to the 
linn was passed over to their wives. It 
is looked upon with great suspicion here. 
Several French- Canadian wholesale gro- 
cers are also reported in difficulty, but are 
trying to got an extension of time. This 
crisis has been brought on by over im- 
portation and undue competition in sell- 
ing in all trades. Some of theso wore ac- 
celerated by tho banks shutting down and 
refusing to mako advances, owing to tho 
stringency of money. The stock market 
is demoralized by a ten per cent, fall in 
bank stocks all around. Rumors prevail 
of largo advances being obtained by one 
linn on bogus warehouse receipts. Trou- 
blo is apprehended in Winnipeg. 
St. Johns, N. B., March 19. — Wallace 
5 11ob3 issues a challenge to Hanlon, of- 
fering to row a four or five-mile race for 
$1000. 

TonONTO, March 19. — One of tho most 
severe snow storms of the season is pre- 
vailing throughout Ontario to-day. Th«" 
wind is high and cold. 

Hamilton, Out., March 10. Mrs. 
Alexander Allen and son, 15 years old, 
wore asphyxiated last night by coal gas 
from a solf feeding stove. 

Montreal, March 17. — Notwithstand- 
ing it has been snowing since daylight, 
St. Patrick's clay was observed with the 
usual parade of various societies. 

Ottawa, March 17. --Flags aro Hying 
from various public buildings in honor of 
St. Patrick's day. No procession took 
place. A concert will be held this evon- 
ing and the proceeds sont to the distressed 
people in Ireland. 

Montreal, March 17. — Great excite- 
mont was caused in financial and com- 
mercial circles to-day over tho fact that 
Iho Bank of Montreal has taken out a 
warrant for the arrest of Thos. Hodgson, 
tho great produce merchant, for obtain- 
ing advances from the bank on false pre- 
tences. It is said several other local 
banks alto aro badly stuck by the defaul- 
ter, who was supposed to be one of the rich- 
est merchants here. 

The stock market is completely demor- 
alized owing to losses banks are likoly to 
sustain in delinquency. 

Montreal, March 17. — Thos. Hodgson, 
supposed to have absconded, was arrested 
this afternoon. 

Quebec, March 17. — Gingras & Long- 
ley's large retail grocery establishment was 
burned to-day. Loss, heavy. 

Eastorn Statos. 

Wasui NOTON, March 17. — Tho Presi- 
dent has improved very much in health 
during tho past few days, but has not yet 
entirely recovered. 

New York, March 19. — Thore was a 
largo convention of Irish societies of this 
city to-day to arrange for tho reception 
to Parnoll, but the procoedingB were not 
harmonious. The Land League presented 
Dr. W. B. Wallace's name as president, 
and tho Ancient Order of Hibernians 
named James Oliver. Dr. Wallace was 
declared chosen amid much confusion, and 
the Hibernians loft tho hall. When the 
noise subsided ilu meeting resumed busi- 
ness, and committees woro appointed to 
consider tho best manner of receiving 
Parnell. 

Boston, Mch. 19. —At Watertown Mrs. 
Carleton wa3 murdered in tho hallway of 
her own house last night. Tho door-boll 
rang, and Mrs. Carleton answered. 
Shortly after her daughter, who camo 
down to soe who the visitor was, stopped 
on the body of her mother at tho foot of 
the stairs. Her skull was crushed with a 
large rock. Tho author of tho deed is un- 
known. 

Waterbdry, Conn., March 19. —At 
tho close of the lecture on St. Patrick, by 
Father Lilly of Ohio, to-night, Father 
Walsh introduced Patrick Eagan, former 
secretary of tho land league, as "the little 
man who made the British lion tremble." 
Eagan said: Ireland is to-day in the 
hands of the most brutal and coercive foe, 
who is hanging innocent men, bayoneting 
women and shooting down children. Eng- 
land, he aaid, with her spies and inform- 
ers and packed juries, is trying to crush 
out the natural life of Ireland, but there 
is a new Ireland on this sido of the At- 
lantic, which sho cannot trample out and 
which will hold her to her reckoning for 
the crimes committed at homo. Ho bo- 
lioved Ireland's long night of slavery was 
approaching its dawn, and that measures 
for her national independence would bo 
successful. 

St. Louis, March 19.— One of the se- 
verest changes in tho weather that has 
taken place this winter occurred this even- 
ing. Tho mercury in tho afternoon 
reached 77 degrees. At 11 to-night it 
j foil nearly to freezing with an inch of 
snow on tho ground. Roports from Omaha 
and other points in the northwest say the 
temperature is all tho way from zero to 
20 degrees below. -

Chicago, March 10.— Hon. John F. 
Finnerty.conaressman elect from tho third 
Illinois district, was interviewed in regard 
to the attempt to blow up tho government 
building in London, and said: "I may 
say that I am sorry it was not moro suc- 
cessful. I applaud tho Irish in every 
thing they do to get rid of England and 
her accursed rule. England brought this 
on herself, and Gladstone more than any- 
one c!s« has himself to thank for it. In 
Forator's speech, quoted against him by 
tho tories, did he not say that agitation 
would be useless till the Clorkenwell was 
blown up 1 Of course I regret that any 
innocent person should suffer, but sympa- 
thy for a few of this class is entirely ovor- 
riddd by the feeling of commiseration 
I have for the great mass of Irish people. 
My countrymen aro poor and starving, 
and the British government will not aid 
them. They have reached a point where 
they must fight, and I am glad to seo thorn 
do it. I am glad to see the inauguration 
of war or violence of any kind that tends 
to freo Ireland of the accursed cut throats 
who aro choking the life out of her. If a 
race war springs out of this it will not be 
regretted by true Irishmen." 

Peoria, 111., March 16.— In an inter- 
view with a dynamite fiond (Pat Crowe) 
of this city, he professed groat exultation 
at the attempt to blow up the government 
building in London, but was not in favor 
of tho means employed. He prefora the 
silent but destructive flame of tho torch 
to tho detonation of dynamite. His idea 
is to place 200 or 300 men in tho larger 
cities of England, with a few barrels of 
petroleum, await a windy night, and at a 
preconcerted signal make 100 conflagra- 
tions in as many citios, and make the 
British lion howl for peace and accede to 
any terms. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San IfRANcisco, March 18. — Charles 
Prindle, salesman for Payot & L'pham, 
dealers in stationery, has absconded after 
stealing several thousand dollars. 

San Francisco, March 17. — A report 
from Forest City dated Friday states that 
a tire destroyed the entire business por- 
tion of tho town. Hundreds are home- 
less and in tho streets to-night. Scarcely 
anything is saved. People hm-nly escaped 
with their lives, There are no provisions 
in the town excepting what aro contained 
in Heintzen's tire-proof cellar, which is 
safe. Ono thousand pounds of flour is 
said to be all that is saved, and much 
suffering must ensue before the destitute 
can be provided for. 

Seventy-six buildings were burned, 
with an estimated loss of §250,000. 

A dispatch of to-day says: A gang of 
Chinamen last night stole half the flour 
left, and organized bodies of men aro 
now starting to exclude or drive them 
from the town. All were provided with 
some food and sheltered last night, but 
all teams have gone, and any hour may 
bring a snowstorm, preventing communi- 
cation. Lumber is not to bo had till 
teams can bo procured from the valleys. 
The firo originated in the kitchen of the 
Forest House. Tho .water works were 
insufficient and the fire apparatus in bad 
condition. 

San Francisco, March Hi.— A shoot- 
ing affray occurred this evening in which 
Officer Alexander B Duncan was mortally 
wounded. A burglar alarm placed in tho 
office of Dr. S. E. Knowles on 'Post 
street, connecting with the landlady's 
room, gavo notice of tho presence of 
some one in his office.

The Oregon & California Railroad Com- 
pany. In his opinion ho held that Wells, 
Fargo it Co. were duly incorporated, and 
that its name was changod from the Hol- 
laday Mail and Express to Wolls, Fargo 
.t Co. That tho express business was a 
recognized branch of tee carrying trade 
of the country; that railway corporations 
were bound to troat it accordingly; that 
the railway corporation .was created by 
the state of Oregon to servo the public as 
a common carrier for a reasonable com- 
pensation, and must adapt itself in the 
discharge of its duties to the public, and 
to the usages and customs of trade; that 
section 30 of iho Oregon Corporation 
Act, which declares that railway corpora- 
tions shall be common carriers and have 
tho authority to take such tolls for the 
transportation of freight and passengers 
as they may prescribe, only authorizes 
the taking of reasonable tolls, and is a 
contract with the state to that effect, but 
no more, and what is such reasonable toll 
or compensation is a question for the 
courts to determine in each case. In 
allowing the injunctions tho court direct- 
ed that tho plaintiff should pay to the 
defendants, pending the suit, tho same 
compensation for express facilities as it 
had paid herotoforo, tho court assuming 
that such pay was reasonable.

THE FISHERIES. 

Mr. McTavish moved the following re- 
solution: Whereas it is expedient that 
tho waters of our seas, rivers and lakes 
should bo rendered as productive as pas- 
sible, 

Resolved, that an humble address bo 
presented to his honor tho It. -governor 
praying that ho represent to tho Domin- 
ion government the necessity of introduc- 
ing new varieties of food fish such as lob- 
sters, shad, black bass, oysters, etc., to 
tho waters of this province and also the 
necessity of establishing fish hatcherios 
for propagating both fresh and salt water 
varieties in this provinco similar to that 
of other provinces. 

The mover was assured that tho house 
would agree with him that our fisheries 
woro and would continue a great source 
of wealth. The soonor however that 
hatcherios were established the hotter. 
Not only a salmon hatchery but other 
varieties of fish that were unknown here 
should bo introduced. British Columbia 
so far had had nothing voted by the Do- 
minion government, while the other pro- 
vinces had annually received largo appro- 
priations for fish hatcheries. This prov- 
ince should certainly get its share, and 
two or three hatcheries should bo estab- 
lished. New varieties such as lobsters, 
eastern oysters, etc., would do well here, 
and soon become a great source of profit. 
Statistics were quotod to show that hatch- 
eries wore very successful in the east. 
(Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Robson, in seconding the 
motion, complimented the honorable the 
mover for the interest and erudition dis- 
played in placing the subject before tho 
house. Ho (Mr. Robson) congratulated 
the houso upon the infusion of new blood 
— vigorous young men able and willing 
to study up and deal with such questions. 
Some wise man had said that " He who 
makes two blades of grass grow where 
only one grew before, is entitled to bo re- 
garded as a benefactor of his race." If 
that bo so, how much more shall ho bo en- 
titled to bo regardod as a benefactor of 
liis raco who makes two food fish grow 
where only one grew bofore '/ (Laughter.) 
Every year the Dominion government ex- 
pended large sums upon fish culture, in 



the oldor"prQvfncaB. Indeed in this im- 
portant respect' Canada stands amongst 
the. foremost. nations, .and evon tho great 
republic took lessons from her. But here 
is a province which, for tho extent, va- 
riety and possibilities of its fish farm, so' 
to speak', is unequalled by any- province 
in the Dominion, or atalo of the union,

Mr. Boavon opposed tho repeal of suc- 
tion 12 of tho original bill so as to en- 
able tho promoters to dispose of their 
rights to Chinese. 

Mr. Cowon had no objections to the 
first part of tho bill but ho would oppose 
tho latter part of it particularly the repeal 
of section 12. 

Mr. Galbraith was in favor of dealing 
liberally with charters of this kind. He 
could see no objection to the bill and 
would vote for its second reading. If 
amendments were desirable or necessary 
they could he inserted ill committeo 

Mr. HelgOHen would oppose the bill par- 
ticularly soction 12. 

Mr. T. Davie thought that if the last 
houso had properly understood the scopo 
of section 12 of tho act they would not 
have passed it, or if tho promoters had 
foreseen tho effect of that section they 
would not havo accepted it. The ab- 
surdity of tho clause in question was for- 
cibly pointed out, and an amendment to 
meet the difficulty was suggested. 

The motion was passed on a division — 
17 to 5. 

Names wore called for by Mr. Beaven. 
Bill in committee, Mr. Helgesen in tho 
chair. 

All the amendments woro passed with 
slight alterations down to section 12. 

Mr. Beaven moved that the amend 
ment repealing soction twelve be struck 
out. 

Mr. Wilson defended tho amendment 
very vigorously in roplying to Mr.

Mr. T. Davie moved in amendment to 
the effect that no transfer of the works hi 
question or any interest therein to any 
Chinese shall be valid or be of any value 
whatever.

Mrs. David Heal, residing on Johnson 
street testified that she recognized tho ac- 
cused. She laid tho information against 
him because he was continually following 
her from place to place and coming into 
hor back yard. The offences were com- 
mitted between the lBt and 10th of tho 
present month. She remembered tho 
accused standing in front of her house 
nearly all day for several days. Ono day 
she went out and and visited a person on 
Yates streut. Tho accused was standing 
in front of the house previously, and 
followed her on that occasion. She re- 
mained in tho neighbor's houso from 
an hour to two hours, and the accused re- 
mained outside, and followed her home 
again. He never received any encourage- 
ment. Sho was in fear of him. 

Susan Blake, Mr. Frederick Miller, 
Mrs, Lovi and Mrs. Fisher all gave evi- 
dence as to the offensive conduct of the 
accused in this or othor cases. 

Mr. Sterling stated that the accused 
had behaved well while in his employ 
at Queen Charlotto's Island. 

Mr. Wilson contended that his client 
hud been arrested without a warrant, 
whereas he ought to havo been served 
with a summons, and that tlie case had 
been wrongly brought under 39 Vic, 
chap. 37, tho scope of which was to pro- 
vent trade combinatians, and ho thought 
this idea would bo borno out by the 
Broaches of Contract Act. He submit- 
ted, therefore, that the caso against his 
client must fall to (he ground. 

His Honor said ho was inclinod to bo of 
Mr. Wilson's opinion. He would remand 
tho caso until Thursday in order that he 
might look into tho points which had 
been raised by Mr. Wilson. The accused 
would bo allowed tho same bail as 
hitherto. 

THE HUROLAHY CASE. 

The cases of Henry McDonald and Paul 
Craigie remanded on two chargos of burg- 
lary, ono at the houso of Mr. Winters, 
Fairfield road, and the other at Bryce's, 
Humboldt street, were continued. 

Mr Gibbs appeared for the prisoners 
and called a number of witnessos for the 
defence, among whom wero Adam Mc- 
Donald, an elder brother of one of the ac- 
cused, Mrs. Craigie, mother of David 
Craigie, and James Porter, his grand- 
father, 

At the request of Mr. Gibbs both of 
tho accused woro separately examined, 
being excluded from court alternately. 

According to the story they told, with- 
out any coutradiction by each other, 
Johnny Firrell had boon tho ringleader 
in both robberies and had taken tho val- 
uables both from Mr. Winter's and 
Mr. Bryce's house. 

Mr. Gibbs addressed the court on bo- 
half of tho boys. 

His honor said it was high time tho 
government Instituted a reformatory for 
juvenile offenders, and the present cases 
were a strong argument in its favor. Ho 
could not pass over tho offence, and 
would sentence Craigie to be imprisoned 
for threo months with hard labor, and 
McDonald to a fine of §10. 

— Yesterday afternoon, about 
four o'clock as a lumber wagon belonging 
to Mr. Sayward was passing down Yates 
street, near VanVolkenburgh's store, a 
perambulator was crossing the street con- 
taining a child of Mr. Walter ChnmberB, 
which was struck by the hind wheel of 
tho wagon, causing tho infant to be 
thrown out. The child was at once picked 
up by tho nurse and takon to Dr. Jack- 
son's near by, who on examination found 
that it had sustained a contusion 
of tho right temple, but not of a severe 
nature.' - No .blamo was attached to the 
teamster.

IMPUDENT STORE BREAKING. 



$400 "Worth of Oloch Stolon. 

Ono of the most daring, well-planned 
and successfully executed robberies that 
has taken place in this city for some timo 
past was perpotrated on Saturday evening 
last on the promises of Mr. D. Simpson, 
merchant tailor, between Fort and Broad 
stroots. Mr. S. left as UBual shortly after 
six o'clock in the oveniug to go to his 
supper and was only away about 20 min- 
utes, a much shorter time than usual, as 
he had an appointment at his storo.
